This  main  supply  which  is  obtained  by  the  Council  in  bulk  from 
a  private  estate  supply  with  a  spring  source  was  again  periodically 
polluted.  Emergency  chlorination  was  resorted  to,  but  the  permanent 
remedy  will  be  the  replacement  of  this  supply  by  a  main  supply  of 
water  from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’ s  Portishead  undertaking. 

A  main  extension  for  this  purpose  is  included  in  the  Council’s 
programme  for  1952. 

(2)  DUNDRY  TEMPORARY  SUPPLY. 

The  deep  borehole  on  the  Council’s  housing  estate  became 
polluted  during  the  year  and  a  chlorinating  plant  was  installed  on 
the  rising  main.  As  the  most  proboble  source  of  contamination  was 
the  estate  sewage  disposal  works,  the  effluent  was  chlorinated. 

This  supply  will  be  discontinued  when  the  proposed  main  supply  to 
the  village  is  available. 

(3)  RE  DC LI FEE  BAY. 

The  private  piped  supplies  to  the  two  large  movable  dwelling 
sites  mentioned  in  the  report  of  1950,  as  being  badly  polluted,  hr>ve 
been  discontinued.  These  sites  are  now  served  by  a  main  supply,  a 
4"  main  having  been  extended  for  the  purpose  by  the  Portishead  Water 
Company.

The  cesspool  emptier  has  been  fully  occupied  in  the  emptying  of 
the  cesspools  of  private  properties  and  the  housing  estates  where 
sewers  are  not  available. 

The  cleansing  service  has  run  smoothly  during  the  year  and  there 
has  been  no  call  for  an  improved  service.  The  whole  of  the  District 
has  a  collection  of  house  refuse  of  a  frequency  of  not  less  than  once 
a  fortnight  with  a  weekly  collection  in  three  of  the  thickly  populated 
parishe  s.

As  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1950,  arrangements  were  in  hand 
in  conjunction  with  the  Central  Office  of  Information  for  film  shows 
to  be  given  to  the  public  and  food  trade.  Five  of  these  film  shows 
were  given  but  the  attendance  in  some  instances  was  low  whilst  in 
others  it  was  surprisingly  good.  The  shows  included  the  film 
"Another  Case  of  Poisoning"  and  were  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  your 
Council's  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  or  one  of  it’s 
Members,  and  included  a  talk  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  and  the 
necessity  for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.
